"Our agriculture Is decaying* and we seem unable 


•o grasp the fact." 


Think back over ten, fifteen, or twenty-five years 


or to the early beginnings of farm operations In Ne- 
bfBBka and some of her neighboring states. Where 
ta-Jhen to be found today that unquenchable spirit 
of conquest against heavy odds, which was best ex- 
preeeed In the hungering desire of every man and 
every woman to acquire farm land? The movement 
toWard the urban centers of population had no1 
stafted then. It was all In the opposite direction and 
to*,well-traveled trail led to the frontiers where rich 
trjtrits of land were to be had for slight expense. 


^pnce 1900, government figures reveal, but 15 per 


cott has been added to the total tillable acreage of 
tss>:Unlted States. But the most alarming peril con- 


agriculture Is not found In the decreasing 


of new lan£s available for farming. It is a very 


>nt loss of Incentive to farm felong the lines 
made America the greatest agricultural nation 
world. No longer are farmers tearing down 


,_ to build bigger; new barns and fences and 
bnouses are rare, Mr. Lowden tells us. Abandoned 


farms are found In nearly every state whereas twen- 
ty-five years ago they were confined to New England 
and a small section of the south. Enrollment In the 
college* and universities shows a steadily dwindling 
attendance for the agricultural schools and a gradu- 
ally mounting registration In those branches leading 
to the professions, to finance and to other occupa- 
tions. 


rfr. Irfiwden is a frank advocate. 
Indications that agriculture has reached a deca- 


dent stage, he believes, are due to the wide disparity 
between the prices of the things which the farmer 
produces and has to sell and the commodities which 
he must buy.

Bo far as Nebraska is concerned, Mr. Ixiwden's 


Initial conclusions are open to question. There arc 
no more abandoned farms through failure than there 
were at other periods of history. 


In this state there was a temporary cessation ot 


building operations upon the farms during the dark 
period of 1921-ZZ. 
Those were years when farm 


prices were at their lowest peak, when farmers were 
most deeply In debt as a result of unwise over-ex- 
pansion of activities, or even more unfortunate in- 
vestments In worthless securities. 
That period has 


passed in Nebraska. 
For the last year and a half and particularly in 


the. last twelve months, there 
has been a most 


marked and spirited revival of agricultural activity. 
Hardly a section of the state has failed to reflect it. 
The Nebraska farmer Is going ahead with his Im- 
provements—the building of more comfortable farm 
homes, larger and better equinp'ed barns and sheds, 
Improving the standard ot his dairy herds and his 
poultry flocks. For the first time since the bubble 
burst, he has been able to look forward with a cer- 
tain degree of confidence In the knowledge that th« 
path which h« followed will be smoother from now on. 
., If Mr. lowden Is seeking confirmation of the Im- 
proved situation Ait 'agriculture In Nebraska, he has 
It In the compilation of bankers located In various 
sections of the state. There have been an unusuall> 
'large number of cash sales of choice farm lands and 
at prices extremely satisfactory and encouraging. In 
Lancaster county recently one 160-acrc farm brought 
SM.OOO cash, which is nearly at the peak of »ra.r-tnne 
prices. *w oother quarter sections with slight Im- 
provements sold for $24,000 and $20,000 cash. Dozens 
of other Instances of this character. Indicating a brisk, 
well-founded demand for farm lands In Nebraska, 
could be cited. 


The war-brought sweeping changes In agriculture 


as it did in all other Industries. T'he farmer stopped 
planting and cultivating his corn, and sowing and 
harvesting his wheat and oats. He hired the work 
done. 
He quR raising chickens and milking cows. 


Those farmers who have revived the old methods of 
earnest application to the toil of the farm have little 
complaint to make.

IN THE HIGH PLACED. 


Early this week United Slates Senator Woodbrldge 


X. Ferris, of Michigan, one of the ploneerv leaders la 
the prohibition light, bared an overflowing heart and 
publicly denounced those leaders of American society, 
ncluding some of hts colleagues, who, in.hts opinion, 
had made the dry amendment a failure. 


"When United States senators will boast of vio- 
lating the constitution in the use of liquors what can 
we expect from the people for whom these senators 
make laws," he declared. 
"The task of enforcing prohibition so far as the 
itrons of the American saloon were concerned was 
comparatively easy. Today the bootlegger thrives 
not because there are so many more appetites to be 
gratified, but because prohibition has made the price 
of liquors prohibitive to the saloon patron, and npn 
prohibitive to the so-called club class." 


This Is an extraordinarily honest and clear-cut an- 


.lysis by one whose friendliness to prohibition has 
never been questioned. , Enforcement must aim at 
hose "higher up." The open, flagrant defiance of the 
dry amendment comes from those members of the 
social strata, who because of their wealth are able 
o pay the price demanded by those who, deal illegally 
n liquor. Their disregard of law Is more reprehen- 
sible because by 'training and intelligence they should 
be the first to recognize the evil consequences of 
widespread- lawlessness. 


And yet, It cannot be said that there have been no 


conspicuous examples of enforcement. There hav* 
been public officials entrusted with this responsl- 


llity with the courage and foresight to do what 
hould be done.

In its annual report or taxable 
property In Nebraska, filed with 
the state hoard of equlltzatlon, the 
Pullman Car Co., stales down the 
valuation of its cars very mater- 
ially from figures which the board 
flxed In 1924 as the basis of taxa- 
tion. ll returns* standard Beeping 
cars at $12,480 each, a* against 
fie,843 on which tlio assessment 
was made last year, and tourist 
cars 'at 16.463, marked down from 
19.450.

2,649 for standard and 455 for tour- 
1st*. 


From these two factors, the com- 
pany calculates that us standard 
cars should be taxed In Nebraska at 
a total valuation of J678.SS1, and 
tourist cars at $31.496, making the 
aggregate assessment J710.176. 
However, the company paid taxes 


for last year on $957,554, oC which 
$913,36t was assessed on standard 
and $44.f88 on tourist sleepers. The 
atate board of equalization will pro-
